A.T.&T. Names Gilmer To Presidency 


Auburn alumnus Ben S. Gilmer ’26 will become president 
of the American Telephone and Telegraph Company on 
February 1. He was elected to the position on December 21. 


The first Southerner ever 
elected president of AT&T, Gil- 
mer served as president of the 
Southern Bell Telephone Com- 
pany for 8% years. On August 1, 
1965, he became executive vice 
president of AT&T in New York 
City. 

In addition to his recent elec- 
tion as president of the company, 
he was also elected to the board 
of directors. 


Born in Savannah, Ga., but 


ared from infancy in Montgom- 
ery, Gilmer received the Bachel- 
or of Science degree in electrical 
engineering. In 1958 he was 
awarded the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Science, and in 1960-61 
he served as national president 
of the Auburn Alumni Associa- 
tion. He is chairman of the Au- 
burn University Foundation. 

In assuming the AT&T presi- 
dency, Gilmer will succeed H. hi

His mother still resides in Mont- 
gomery.

Gilmer began work with South- 
ern Bell on June 1, 1926, and has 
spent most of his working years 
with the company. He was a- 
mong Auburn students “recruit- 
ed” by Southern Bell during his 
senior year. 

After working for one month 
in Birmingham as a telephone 
installer, he spent four months at 
company headquarters in Atlanta 
in a general introductory training 
course. He remained in Atlanta 
in the general commercial de- 
partment until 1942, occupying 
successive positions as field sur- 
vey engineer, exchange forecast 
engineer, revenues estimating en- 
gineer, commercial problems en- 
gineer and rate engineer. 

From 1942-45 Gilmer served 
in the Army Air Force, advanc- 
ing to the rank of lieutenant col- 
onel. He was assistant chief of 
staff for the Third Fighter Com- 
mand, 

Rejoining Southern Bell after 
the war, he directed work in the 
field of general development and 


revenues, and in September 1945 
he was promoted to assistant vice 
president. In 1949 he became 
Louisiana manager followed by 
a year as vice president of 
Northwestern Bell and general 
manager for Minnesota and two 
years in San Francisco as vice 
president of Pacific T&T. 
Gilmer returned to Atlanta in 
March, 1956, to become vice pres- 
ident for operations for Southern 
Bell. Nine months later, he was 
named president of the company.

Again expressing appreciation 
for the demonstrated loyalty and 
support, President Philpott said, 
“The continued loyalty of our 
alumni and others who have con- 
tributed to this program enables 
us to reward some of our faculty 
who have distinguished them- 
selves and Auburn through 
teaching and other work.” 

In addition to the recognition, 
the Alumni Professorships pro- 
vide a salary supplement to reci- 
pients. The awards are for three 
years and are renewable. A total 
of.10 Alumni Professorships now 
have been awarded.

Fred H. Pumphrey said he plans 
to have a nomination ready for 
presidential action in the near fu- 
ture. Plans for the professorship 
were first announced in late 1965 
when Leon Gottlieb °’22 of Co- 
lumbus, Ga., began establishing 
the endowed professorship in 
memory of his two brothers, Sam 
Gottlieb °33 and Jacob Gottlieb 
21, 

For a number of years Leon 
Gottlieb, a civil engineering 
graduate, has been executive vice 
president of Wright Contracting 
Co. of Columbus, Ga, An. honor 
student, Mr. Gottlieb worked 
with the Alabama Highway De- 
partment before entering private 
business. He served four years 
in the Corps of Engineers in WW 
II, attaining the rank of lieuten- 
ant colonel, 

Under provisions of the pro- 
fessorship, the recipient will re- 
ceive a ‘supplement to his base 
salary in recognition of superior 
teaching abilities. The Gottlieb 
Professorship is the third such 
endowed professorship establish- 
ed in the University’s effort to 
hold and attract faculty mem- 
bers of exceptional ability, thus

Until his death in 
September, 1965, he was active 
in the affairs of the h‘ghway 
construction industry. 

The late Jacob Gottlieb earned 
a degree in mechanical engineer- 
ing and until his death in New 
York in 1963 was a long-time 
employee of Westinghouse Elec- 
tric. He had held one of the early 
patents related to air-condition- 
ing. A member of Phi Kappa 
Phi and engineering honoraries, 
he had won the Hutchinson Prize 
for inventive ability.

Hays Addresses Graduates 


Auburn President Harry M. Philpott conferred 459 de- 
grees on the final contingent of the Class of 1966 at gradua- 
tion exercises December 15. Of the 459, 74 students received

Commencement speaker James 
D. Hays, president of the Alaba- 
ma Farm Bureau Federation, re- 
counted some of the problems in 
national affairs and outlined 
some suggestions for their solu- 
tion. 

Noting that deficit spending is 
now an established federal pol- 
icy, Hays said, “The spending of 
public funds always results in a 
greater centralization of govern- 
ment with the resulting concen- 
tration of power in fewer hands.” 

Hays listed the greatest dang- 
ers threatening government and 
private competitive enterprise as 
“centralization of power and au- 
thority in the federal govern- 
ment, the movement to socialize 
America, the apathy of the A- 
merican people toward this trend, 
and the apparent lack of respon- 
sibility on the part of individual 
citizens.”

Some 900 people are in 
attendance for the awards banquet in New York City No- 


vember 29, 1966. First prize to 
be announced is the ASME’s Old 
Guard award for the best under- 
graduate paper and presentation. 
The winner: John A, Leo, III of 
Auburn University. His paper: 
“The Conceptual Design of a 
Zero Gravity Facility.” 

Leo’s award climaxed compe- 
tition that began in the Region 
XI contest in Savannah, Ga., last 
April. There he defeated 15 other 
students from southeastern col- 
leges and universities. This qual- 
ified him for the national com- 
petition, presenting and defend- 
ing his paper against the winners 
of 12 other regional contests. 


For Zero Gravity Test 


Jack’s winning paper was de- 
veloped from his preliminary de- 
sign for a zero-gravity test fa- 
cility for studying some of the 
problems of manned craft in 
space. The work was undertaken 
as his senior advanced project 
course under the direction of Dr. 
R. I. Vachon ’58, Alumni Asso- 
ciate Professor of mechanical en- 
gineering at Auburn. 

The facility as designed by the 
Auburn student would involve a 
high tower which could be used 
for dropping test packets in free 
flight under conditions which 
would simulate the absence of 
gravity, the state of weightless- 
ness which affects men aboard 
space craft as well as such com- 
ponents as liquid fuel or water 
aboard the craft. 


To Provide Needed Data 


The tower method of testing 
would provide data needed be- 
fore flight without the time-con- 
suming and expensive alterna- 
tives of testing at high altitudes 
or in outer space, Jack explains. 

Thus far, Jack has only a 
working model of his tower, but 
plans are under way to construct 
the testing facility on the campus. 
at Auburn, according to Dr. Don- 
ald M. Vestal Jr., head professor 
of mechanical engineering, Hum- 
ble Oil Company has donated a 


137-foot tower to be used in the 
project.

“Jack was the last man on the 
program but did an outstanding 
job,” noted Professor Vachon. 
“The importance of his winning 
the ASME student paper compe- 
tition cannot be overemphasized. 
The competition is difficult, each 
participant is well drilled and a 
fine representative of his uni- 
versity. The winner is truly a 
representative of the educational 
system of his university.”

Student Loan Fund 


Dr. A. Horton Lisenby ’21, sur- 
geon of Panama City, Fla., has 
presented Auburn University a 
gift of $5,000 to be used as a stu- 
dent loan fund.

Future Our Business 


Speaking of Alabama’s industrial pro- 
gress Mr. Gilmer told the legislators that a 
concern for the future is a crucial responsi- 
bility of leaders in business and government 
alike. His remarks suggest some interesting 
parallels with education. 

Saying that his company’s future is un- 
certain, Mr. Gilmer explained that these 
were “uncertainties of our own making.” 

So it is with the process of education. 
At times new discoveries, new theories, new 
philosophies may initially seem to threaten. 
Yet as these are challenged and defended, 
distilled and refined there emerge the build- 
ing blocks of our progress. In both educa- 
tion and business an attempt to maintain 
the status quo is a failure to recognize that 
to stand still is to go backward. 

“The vitality of our business today de- 
rives principally from the fact that its lead- 
ers down through the years thought of 
themselves not as inheritors of the past or 
custodians of the present but as architects 
of tomorrow,” Mr. Gilmer declared. 

We may lament some of the changes in 
the worlds of business or education, but 
changes there will be. Increased enroll- 
ments, electronic teaching aids, flexible cur- 
ricula, continuing education . . . the patterns 
are changing. It behooves us to be the archi- 
tects of the future. There is little refuge for 
the ivory tower dweller on or off the cam- 
pus.

And since I am cele- 
brating the decade of my college 
graduation by returning to 
school, it seems only appropriate 
that I should once again submit 
an article to a college newspaper. 
(Actually, I have one faint claim 
to immortality on the Auburn 
campus, as The Plainsman still 
uses my “Cow in the Belfry” 
article.) 

I have entitled it “What the 
‘Mature’ Student Thinks, Feels, 
Experiences, On Return To Col- 
lege Ten Years After Receiving 
a BS.” 

Anticipation: For new exper- 
iences, for new acquaintances 
and friends, for learning a new 
craft, for finding new answers to 
old questions, for discovering 
new questions—in short, for a 
new beginning. 

Relief: At finding out that all 
“newcomers” to the campus do 
not have to wear a “rat hat,” 
that this is for freshmen only. 

Amusement: At the comments 
of the teenage undergraduates 
during the first day of class. 

Chargrin: At discovering that 
they knew what they were talk- 
ing about after all. 

Satisfaction: At finding that 
my ten years’ absence from 
school was an advantage; that I 
had acquired new insights and 
attitudes that facilitated learning 


and added depth to understand- 
ings. 

Stimulation: In attacking new 
problems; in reading material in 
a different field; discussing the 
new (to me) questions. 

Gratification: In finding new 
applications for old knowledge 
gleaned from previous college 
experience. (Would you believe, 
an application for Plato’s ‘Dia- 
logues’? ) 

Social growth: In meeting new 
people of all ages, in making new 
friends of all ages. 

Appreciation: In sudden large 
amounts, for all teachers, good, 
bad, or indifferent—for their ef- 
forts, at the very least. 

New values: In finding that 
kindness, humane understanding, 
and fairness are the most im- 
portant characteristics of a good 
teacher, rather than (as I had 
formerly supposed) accumulation 
of knowledge and facility to com- 
municate this knowledge. 

Horror: At the sudden reali- 
zation of the extent to which our 
children are at a teacher’s mercy. 


Appreciation, again: Of the 
large majority of the teachers 
who taught me from kindergar- 
ten through college. 

Pity: For the few teachers I 
had who never realized or tried 
to know that there were areas in 
their subject matter which I 
might have enjoyed, or wanted 
to investigate, other than those 
taught in class to 30-100 students 
of varying majors and of whom 
only a small minority were ma- 
joring in the teacher’s subject. 

Deep appreciation: For those 
few exceptional (for me) teach- 
ers who illuminated a subject for 
which I had no former apprecia- 
tion, 

Sadness: In the further reali- 
zation that students who are cul- 
turally deprived and socially de- 
prived during their early forma- 
tive years may forever bear these 
scars—no matter to what extent 
they are later to become trained, 
contributing members of our so- 
ciety. 

Additional appreciation on top 
of old appreciation: For my par- 
ents who valued education and 
helped. me to value it and who 
provided me with the means to 
acquire a measure. 

Thanks: To my husband and 
four children who bear with and 
often help me in my present ef- 
forts in returning to school. 

Hindsight: In wishing I had 
had the foresight to take home 
economics education ten years 
ago and now could go right to 
work on my Master’s in educa- 
tion. 

Foresight: In the name of 
which I am preparing myself for 
a new career to aid the family 
budget during a time that will 
begin nine years from now when 
our oldest child will enter col- 
lege (we hope) and which will 
continue for at least 12 years (we 
hope) during which time we 
shall always have one child in 
college, and shall have for four of 
those years, two college students 
in the family if all four children 
get a degree.

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Here And There— 
The Place Of Theory

An old controversy made headlines again 
this month when a minor furor developed 
about the theory of evolution as presented 
in three proposed textbooks for Alabama 
high school classes in biology. Perhaps this 
little whirlwind coming in the wake of the 
great storms that have raged on the subject 
since 1859 is not surprising. But a certain 
lack of candor in dealing with whole subject 
via the press is a bit startling. 


According to the press, the objectors 
thought the authors of the 
texts presented evolution 
more as fact than theory, 
And some members of the 
textbook committee re. 
plied that the authors 
clearly stated that they 
were presenting it as 
theory. Both parties may 
be correct in one sense: 
but right or wrong, this is 
the kind of argument that 
obfuscates the central and real issues in- 
volved.

No one should expect a modern biologist 
to attempt the presentation of the theory 
of evolution other than persuasively. Bio- 
logical scientists generally have accepted 
some modification of Darwin’s premises, not 
as abstract possibilities but as working hy- 
potheses, for so long that they could scarcely 
write an honest text without revealing the 
fact. It is not necessary for the young stu- 
dent of science to accept the theory of evo- 
lution, but it is essential that he not. only 
understand the theory but also the scien- 
tist’s acceptance of it if his studies are to 
make sense. 


By evading these facts, one, of course. 
can avoid coming to grips with the thorny 
issue of religion and public schools which 
constitutes the real battleground and can 
thus save himself a few headaches. But it is 
about time that we face this issue with more 
realism than has hitherto prevailed. Wheth- 
er one likes it or not—and I happen to be 
one who dislikes it—ours is becoming an in- 
creasingly more mixed and a more secular 
culture. Hence, the custom of projecting 
rather orthodox protestant doctrines in pub- 
lic school classrooms is likely to draw con- 
tinuing attacks. 


Such attacks will, I think, prove very 
healthy for religion and education. The 
home and the church are the proper places 
for specifically religious instruction. The 
public school is the place for exposure to all 
the important ideas that produced modern’ 
civilization and all important new concepts 
extant among educated people. Parents. of 
course, have every right to seek a controlled 
rather than a full exposure if they wish. 
But in that case, they should turn to private 
rather than public schools. Perhaps all of 
us need to give the private school concept 
more serious consideration. 


Nothing said to this point is intended te 
Suggest an absolute separation of religious 
ideas and the public school curriculum. 
Despite secularization, ours remains @ 
Judeo-Christian culture, and one cannot 
comprehend the history of our civilization

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Philosophy Of Human Rights— 


Professor Gets Grant To Finish Book 


Dr. Robert V. Andelson, assistant professor of philosophy 


at Auburn University, has received a $5,700 grant from the 


Relm Foundation to complete a book providing a profound 


theoretical foundation for human 
rights. - 

Dr. Andelson’s Imputed Rights: 
An Essay in Christian Social 
Theory, is expected to be val- 
uable as an original contribution 
to Christian ethics, social theory, 
and juristic philosophy. It is an 
outgrowth of his doctoral disser- 
tation at the University of South- 
ern California. 

“The doctrines of Original Sin 
and of the Atonement are central 
to normative Christianity, yet 
their relationship to one another 
has never been thoroughly ex- 
plored in terms of Christian so- 
cial theory,” says Dr. Andelson, 
pointing out that tentative—but 
never fully developed — insights 
along this line were stated by 
Calvin and Milton. 

“This project is an effort to 
construct a Christian philosophy 
of law, based on the social im- 
plications of the relationship be- 
tween these two doctrines,” says 
Dr. Andelson. 

Dr. Andelson’s decision to de- 
velop the book came from his 
own concern over various inter- 
pretations of human rights, as 
well as over the rationalistic con- 
cept of human nature that lies 
behind most traditional theories. 

“IT was disturbed about some 
attacks on the ideas regarding 
human rights coming both from 
Marxist quarters and from prag- 
matists. I was disturbed because 
the idea of positive law had 
gained acceptance, even among 


members of the Supreme Court— 
the idea that law is an expression 
of power and nothing else. 


“I was also disturbed because 
many of those who continued to 
accept the notion of human rights 
interpreted it in such a way as to 
include all kinds of things I 
would regard as aspirations rath- 
er than rights, thus blurring the 
whole idea,” says Dr. Andelson. 
One sees this latter application, 
he adds, in the United Nations’ 
declaration of human rights 
which speaks of such things as 
the “right” to periodic holidays 
with pay, the so-called “right” to 
enjoy the arts, etc. 


Rights, in the author’s opinion, 
are grounded on responsibility 
and provide a freedom to per- 
form an obligation, However, in 
writing his book, Dr. Andelson 
says he will not deal in great 
detail with specific rights so 
much as with the justification of 
the idea of rights as such. 


The book, which has already 
received favorable reaction from 
one university press, will be 
completed during the spring and 
summer quarters during which 
Dr. Andelson will be assigned at 
Auburn to a research position. 


Dr. Andelson, a native of Los 
Angeles, Calif., holds the master’s 
and the doctoral degrees from 
the University of Southern Calif- 
ornia, He has also studied at Los

during the recent mob action in 
Hue in which the USIS Library 
and consulate were sacked and 
burned. His response to the sit- 
uation in which not only was his 
personal safety gravely threat- 
ened but in which also American 
interests were vitally involved, 
demonstrated great courage, ini- 
tiative, and intelligence.” 


Vice consul at Hue at the time 
of the sacking, Bullington was in 
charge of the consulate while 
Consul Tom Corccran was on 
duty in Saigon during Ambassa- 
dor Lodge’s trip to the U.S.
